The Applicant's arguments regarding Claim 1, specifically, security flag consisting of one flag is not persuasive. As Sakaki(U.S. Patent 
5,826,007) discloses the flag being represented as bits(S1 and S2) which functionally disclose the persistent flag and pending change 
flag, collectively represently an security flag see Col 4 Ln 41-48. S1 representing persitent state flag and S2 representing pending state 
change flag for activating test mode see Col 5 Ln 63- Col 6 Ln 2. And when S1 (persitent state flag) and S2(pending state change flag) 
operating under normal conditions see Col 5 Ln 3-8. After further, the Applicant's arguments regarding flag being write-accessible only in 
response to a detected power-on reset and read-only accessible to runtime instructions see Col 3 Ln 15-26 & Col 7 Ln 10-22. 

The Applicant's arguments regarding Claim 9 is not persuasive. As Sakaki discloses the enabling/disabling of access to device see Col 6 
Ln 3-25, and setting or resetting of persistent flag in accordance with pending flag see Col 2 Ln 51-59. 
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
